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Girl Survives Huge B.C. Land full 


REVELSTOKE (CP) — At least four 
Vancouver Island persons were killed and a young 
girl injured Wednesday evening when a massive 
landslide hit their car on the Trans-Canada High¬ 
way 240 miles northeast of Vancouver. 

RCMP said at 10:30 p.m.: “We don’t believe 
there were any other cars in there at the time." 
A spokesman said there had been no reports of 
other persons missing on the highway. 

The car, swept off the highway and down a 
150-foot embankment, came from somewhere on 


Heavy rain had fallen throughout the Camp 
Creek-Griffin Lake area during the weekend but 
none had come down for two days. 

One rescue official speculated that the slide, 
coming down a normally-shallow creek bed, was 
cut loose by a cloudburst in the mountains. It 
brought down massive rocks, tries, logs and debris. 
The injured girl, identified only as Janet, aged 
between 5 and 8, suffered cuts and abrasions 
and was “covered in mud," a hospital official said 
here. 


The highway was expected to be dosed until 
at least this morning. 

The biggest slide in British Columbia history 
occurred 10 miles east of Hope, on the Hope- 
Princeton highway, on Jan. 11, 1965, and killed 
four motorists. 

The Hope slide was V/> miles long, varying 
from 1,000 feet to a mile wide, and dumped more 
than 50,000,000 tons of mud, rock and ice to a 
depth of 400 feet. 
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Vancouver Island, RCMP said,- They withheld 
names and would not confirm reports the car was 
from Victoria- 

Mud andxocks covered the highway to a depth 
of more than 15 feet, about 20 miles west of here. 
A pilot who flew over the scene at 7 p.m. said the 
running slide then was about 600 feet long. 

The bodies of a man, woman and two girls, 
aged 2 and 4, believed members of one family, were 
found in the car. Another girl escaped with minor 
injuries and was reported in “fairly good shape."

WASHINGTON (LAT) — President Johnson 
appealed emotionally to his countrymen Wednesday 
night to halt the violence which “senselessly and 
horribly" struck down Senator Robert Kennedy. 

Johnson then named a special commission to 
investigate the “tragic phenomena” of violence in 
America. Among the members is Dr. Milton Eisen¬ 
hower, brother of former President Dwight Eisen¬ 
hower. 

Johnson said it would be wrong and self decep¬ 
tive to conclude from the attack on Kennedy that 
this country “is sick, has lost its balance, its sense 
of direction, even its common decency. 

"But those awful events give us ample warn¬ 
ing that in a climate of extremism, of disrespect for 
law, of contempt for the rights of others, violence 
may bring down the very best among us. A nation 
that tolerates violence in any form cannot expect * 
to be able to confine it to just minor outbursts. 

“We do not know the reasons that inspired the 
attack on Senator Kennedy," he said, “we only 
know that a brilliant career of public service has 
been brutally interrupted, that a young leader of 
uncommon energy and dedication—who has served 
his country tirelessly and well and whose voice and 
example have touched millions throughout the 
world — has been senselessly and horribly stricken.” 

Besides Eisenhower, the other members named 
by the president to the commission on violence 
include Eric Hoffer, former San Francisco long¬ 
shoreman and philosopher; Roman Catholic Arch¬ 
bishop Terence Cooke of New York; Sen. Philip 
Hart (D-Mieh.); Sen. Roman L. Hruska (R-Neb.), 
and Patricia Harris, U.S. ambassador to Luxem¬ 
bourg*

Suspect Kept ‘Diary of Hate’

LOS ANGELES — A "diary 
of hate" kept by the man 
charged with trying to assas¬ 
sinate Senator Robert Ken¬ 
nedy carried the declaration 
“Kennedy had to be assas¬ 
sinated before June 5, 1968,” 
Los Angeles Mayor Samuel 
Yorty said Wednesday.

The mayor said two note¬ 
books were seized at Sirhan's 
home. 

"They were handwritten by 
suspect Sirhan Sirhan," Yorty 
said. 

Papers on Sirhan's person 
indicated "this was a planned 
assassination," he added. 


“There’s much scribbling, 
repeated phrases, many re¬ 
ferences to Senator Robert 
Kennedy, even some refer¬ 
ences to retiring UN Ambas¬ 
sador Arthur Goldberg," 
Yorty said. "They're not very 
clear, but there's a direct 
reference to the necessity to 
assassinate Senator Kennedy 
before June 5, 1968." 

The date corresponds with 
the first day of last year's 
war between Israel and her 
Arab neighbors.

Tragic Pattern 

S HOCK AND ANGUt were the first swift reactions 
of the Free World to word of the attempted assas¬ 
sination of Senator RHaert Kennedy, followed by 
commiseration for the tragedy-ridden family. 

Later, along with the sympathy for a harassed and 
sometimes seemingly bewildered nation, there will be 
questions in the minds of many in and out of the 
American community. 

People will ask themselves whether, with the best 
of intentions, the United Slates can profitably continue 
to guide and to advise those who believe In democracy 
without an examination of conscience, or political 
morality and of total policy. 

Latin American states, for example, long 
resentful of the gringo’s superior toleration for their 
political peccadillos and aberrations, are apt to turn 
their backs on his example if it can lead to the 
violence which is becoming almost characteristic of 
American life. 

The high hopes for the solidarity of this 
hemisphere are undoubtedly dimmed by such sad 
events as the attempt on Senator Kennedy. 

The effects could be even more widespread. But 
they are likely to be most pronounced in the United 
States itself. In Washington they are asking 
themselves whether open political campaigning has 
now become too hazardous, whether a candidate dare 
to show himself, whether in future he may talk to the 
people only from a heavily protected television booth 
and grant interviews among an armed guard. 

There is a suspicion that President Lyndon 
Johnson may have been influenced in his decision to 
refuae a nomination because of the danger involved. 
After all, he readied his high office when his 
predecessor was shot down literally before his eyes. 

He showed his appreciation of the risks by 
ordering a full security for all candidates immediatdy 
after the attempt on Senator Kennedy. 

But this cannot be the remedy for such a 
situation. Even immediate passage of the firearms 
control bill cannot be effective when millions of 
weapons already are in private homes, car glove 
compartments and shoulder holsters. 

If it could. be brought home to the American 
people that their whole way of life is endangered, that 
the very survival of the society they built so hopefully 
is at stake, the national conscience might be touched. 
Democracy simply cannot survive by the rule of the 
gun. It dies with any one of the freedoms inherent in 
the American constitution.

With the growing concentration of population in 
the cities, property taxes which ire the major source f 
of municipal revenue are not providing sufficient 
funds for the necessary civic development and 
redevelopment. 

There are suggestions that the municipalities be 
given other tax bases by their provincial governments 
—- which would simply mean more taxation of mainly 
the same people at the local level, though perhaps in a 
less painful form than an annual tax bill. 

There are suggestions that provincial govern¬ 
ments pay totally for education and other “services to 
people," which could only mean, while freeing 
property taxes for devotion to the physical and 
protective aspects of municipal development, more 
provincial taxation. 

There are suggestions that the federal and 
provincial governments in combination pay for these 
services, which still would mean more taxation, 
federal and provincial, and particularly as education is 
concerned, would inevitably involve dispute over 
Ottawa entering a provincial field of jurisdiction. 

Alderman Marianne Linnell of Vancouver, 
speaking to a banquet in that city recently, remarked 
that “one of the most pressing challenges to the 
quality of life iapn increasingly urbanized Canada is 
the fact that municipalities, of all the levels of 
government, are faced with the moat pressing 
demands and the least financial resources." 

This assessment would be echoed in almost every 
other city of Canada, as might Mrs. Linnell’s call for a 
reallocation of responsibilities and revenues among the 
municipal, provincial and federal governments.

Tough Tomatoes 

T HE WORD out of Ottawa is that round tomatoes 
may presently be a thing of the past. A federal 
agriculture department research program Is directed 
toward tomatoes adapted to machine harvesting. 
Machines, though cheaper than human hands, are 
rougher. Too many of the plain old round tomatoes 
are split or squashed as the machines shake them 
loose, drop them to the ground, scoop them up and pile 
hundreds together. Square, restructured tomatoes 
will stand up better to the treatment, greatly 
Increasing the size of the crop. 

This Is all very well, though the eye-appeal of 
round versus square tomatoes is debatable. The taste 
1 presumably will be unchanged. But It is not the whole 
story. The department is also working toward tomatoes 
with tougher skins, for the same reason.

Boxing Ban Oakland May Not Be Sport s Boom Town 


Probable 
In Sweden 


STOCKHOLM (Reuters!— 
Sweden. the country that pro¬ 
duced a world heavyweight 
champion only nine years ago, 
p-ibably will outlaw profession¬ 
al boxing this ycai*. 

Parliament meets in Septem¬ 
ber to consider a bill banning 
the sport‘and observers are cer¬ 
tain that it will be bussed. Many 
ob'orvers believe amateur bw- 
int-may also be illegal by the 
end of the year. 

HAS LOST APPEAL 
Thus the only country since 
the Second World War to break 
the U.S. stranglehold on the, 
richest prize in baring—when 1 
1 n g e m a r Johansson battered 
Floyd Patterson to defeat in 
1958—seems likely to join Ice¬ 
land in outlawing prize-fighting 
Boring has lost its appeal 
since the days or Johansson, 
who lost the title in 1960 to Pat¬ 
terson. and a recent newspaper 


survey showed that more than 
half of Sweden wants It banned. 

Boxing fans have been dis¬ 
couraged by a series of one-sid¬ 
ed matches in which Swedish 
fighters have gained easy vic¬ 
tories over weak opponents. 
HAVE LAW TROUBLE 

Boxing has also been given a 
J»ad name by th? activities of 
two professionals who got into 
trouble with the pillrev-ane for 
fraud and the other for smash¬ 
ing up a Goteborg casino—and 
face possible imprisonment. 

The Nordic Council, an organ¬ 
ization consisting of Denmark. 
Iceland. Norway. Finland and 
Sweden, called recently for a 
complete ban on boxing. 

“It is surprising that this 
form of assault has been toler¬ 
ated so long in civilized coun¬ 
tries,** it said. 

The council's objections were 
chiefly on medical grounds.

Increased awareness of the 
necessity for an alternative to 
the public education system is 
needed for the rebirth, its 
principal. Brother Kevin 
Molloy, said Wednesday. 

The fact of St. Louis’ 
closing may sharpen the feel¬ 
ing. he predicted. 

In the meantime, the 
schools staff, students and 
supporters are resigned to its 
demise. 


Closing exercises will have 
the ring of finality when the 
school assembles June 12 in 
First United Church Fellow¬ 
ship HaH. Except tor the 
graduating class of 25 the 183 
boys will be dispersed i^ext 
fall among the capital region’s 
public schools. 


The school’s closure was 
announced last month after 
the Catholic community was 
unable to raise enough money 
to begin a J480.000 renovation 
and expansion program.

The 
school has a staff of 54 and 
1.300 students operating on 
three shifts a day.

LAKE COWICHAN—Logging trucks are trav¬ 
elling across the Cowichan River in the Skutz Falls 
area once again following a lapse of almost two 
decades. 

Last week, loggers employed by Otter Bay Logging com¬ 
pleted the construction of a 70-foot bridge across the river 
between Skutz Falls and the fisheries' department fish ladders. 

The bridge is constructed of five 70-foot timbers, esch 
measuring about 26 inches in diameter. Long spikes have 
been driven through the 8 by 8 planks to fasten the decking 
to the base. 

An old bridge in the area was completely destroyed by 
fire, believed set by arsonists a tow years ago. In the same 
site as ttie old bridge, fish and game members constructed 
a suspension bridge a few years ago, and this was destroyed 
last winter. 

Rumors persist that the suspension bridge was cirf 
through by a saw, and last winter’s floods and storms com¬ 
pletely smashed the remaining bridge material. 

A spokesman for Otter Bay Logging said the bridge will 
he- open to fishermen and pedestrians on Saturdays and Sun- 
days. subject to fire season regulations. _

SYDNEY (1ST) — The murder of a Mal¬ 
tese-born gangster, Joseph Borg, blown up last 
week by several sticks of dynamite wired to 
the ignition of his car, has created a dilemma 
for Australian charities. 

Borg’i will left the Royal Society for the 
Prevention ol Cruelty to Animals virtually in 
control ot 26 brothels in Sydney s worst pros¬ 
titution area. The estate is valued at 1250,000. 
with high rents paid well in advance. 


Although Borg is alleged to have owned a 
large percentage of criminal rackets in the 
city, he was a genuine animal lover who res¬ 
cued his own dog from being destroyed as a 
stray and whose home was full of tout kittens. 


RSPCA officials knew him well, but only as 
"an ordinary working man.’’ Short of money 
for much-needed animal shelters, they ac¬ 
cepted Mb wealth. The executors hurriedly 
changed the locks on all the ’houses" pending 
their sale—but not before deftens of girts raid¬ 
ed the premises and stripped them of furnish¬ 
ings, china and clothes. 


Possibly inspired by Borg's bequests, the 
girls then carried their loot, piled in cartons 
on their shoulders, to the headquarters of a 
charity pledged to give assistance to all who 
are needy. Faced with quantities of warm 
clothes and blankets in bleak wintry weather, 
the charity asked no questions.

Garden Notes 


Why Honesty? 


By M. V. CHE8NCT 

I have often wondered bow the plant 
Honesty came by Ks name — it aeema 
there must be an interesting story here. 
In all my yean of gardening — and of 
reading about plants — I have never run 
across an explanation, and if any of my 
readers know how Lunar!* came to ba 
nicknamed Honesty, I’d like very much 
to hear it. 

The name Lunaria is obvious enough, 
for Luna refers to toe moon, and the 
round, silvery seed pod dividers cer¬ 
tainly look like little moons. In the U.S. 
it is more commonly caBed toe Silver 
Dollar Plant, and in some parts of 
Europe it is known aa St Peter’s 
Pence, from toe coin-tike appearance of 
The pods. By any name, though, a 25c 
packet of seeds la an excellent 
investment yielding heavy returns, for 
by the end of the second year you’ll 
have enough seeds to supply the whole 
neighbourhood. 

* * * 

Honesty is a biennial, blooming and 
setting seed in Its second year from an 
early summer or midsummer sowing. 
While the plant b grown primarily for 
its br a nches of dried seed pod dividers 
for use te winter bouqueats, there b a, 


lot to ba *aid In favor of the plant aa an 
early spring flower too. 9 

The main items are straight and 
atm, and can be cut a good 13 inches 
long, and whfle the flowers of some 
plants have a bit too much magenta te 
their catering for my taste, at least It is 
bright, and there are other varieties 
without the offending magenta tint. 
Munatead Purple is particularly good, 
with blooms ranging In color from 
mauve, to deep purple, and there Is a 
very good white-flowered type, Alba, 
and another with quiet a bit of red in ita 
coloring called Atroeoccinea. 

* * * 

All of toeae, together with the garish 
magenta kind, provide Interesting 
winter deooration for the home. The 
flowers are allowed to set seed, and 
when quite dry and ripe, the seed cases 
are prepared in the autumn by gently 
removing toe outer sheath and the fiat 
black seeds, leaving the delicate silvery 
membrane* of toe seed pod dividers in 
all their grace and beauty. 

The seeds germinate aa readily aa 
radishes, and at this time cf the year 
there is no need to cobble them or start 
them under cover. Simply bow %nn 
where the plants are to stand, c o v e rin g 


them with half an tech of aofl. Weeding 
is no particular problem, as it is easy to 
recognize the sturdy Honesty seedlings 
by their rough, saw-toothed, pointed 
leaves, and will put on g ro wt h quit* 
rapidly to make big, strong plants. 
Given enough elbow roam, a well-grown 
plant wifi grow to 34 inches tal with a 
spread of about 18 inches. 

* * * 

In preparing toe pods for dried 
winter bouquets and arrangements, 
leave the plants out of doors until 
November, then cut toe branches and 
pick ofl the leaves and any unwanted 


The oper a tion of stripping away the 
exterior aheato and seeds is best done 
indoors, where the mess of seeds and 
stdm may be swept up and disposed of. 
I can say this with some feeling, for my 
family tackled this Job outdoors on a 
sunny autumn day some years ago, and 
in the middle of the operation a maiden 
gust of wind ewiried toe Mg pile of 
seeds to every part of toe garden. 

For toe next three years we fought a 
plague of Honesty plants coming up in 
toe rock garden, >te the asparagus, 
under the rhubarb and avw te tea 
lawn!

What de Gaulle Did Wrong 


As a former resident of the 
Fourth and Fifth Republics of 
France, I have been keeping 
tabs on the French crisis. It’s 
very easy to sit back and be 
critical of how de Gaulle'* 
government handled toe situa¬ 
tion, *o I’ll do it. 

It seems to me the biggest 
mistake de Gaulle and his 
prime n\iplater, Georges 
Pompidou, made waa to give 
in immediately to ail the 
unions' demands. Anyone who 
know* the French character 
wan horrified that the govern¬ 
ment, in order to end the 
general strike, agreed to wage 
increases in less than 34 
hours. 

k # 4 

This capitulation took all 
toe fun out of toe bargaining 
for the worker * , and it was no 
wonder they refused to go 
back to work. 

When negotiating for any- 
toing in France, both sides 
have to be tough. The plea¬ 
sure coknes, not from results 
of labor negotiations, but from 
toe negotiations themselves. 

For example, had Pompidou 
■nd his minister* announced 
at the start of the strike that 
be would not raise salaries 


one sou, the worker* would 
have been overjoyed. It would 
mean they would have to fight 
for their raises and it would 
also reassure them that de 
GauHe was everything they 
were yelling he was. 

The union official* would 
warn Pompidou that they 
intended to stay out untfl the 
workers got what they de¬ 
served. It would then have 
been Pompidou * tum to say 
that he would break the * trike 
If be had to do it with force.

Girl Survives Huge B,C. Landfall 


The highway was expected to he dosed until 
at least this morning. 

The biggest slide in British Columbia history 
occurred 10 miles east of Hope, on the Hope- 
Princeton highway, on Jan. 11, 1965, and killed 
four motorists. 

The slide area was miles long, varying 
from 1,000 feet to a mile wide, and dumped more 
than 50,000,000 tons of mud, rode and ice to a 
depth of 400 feet. 


Heavy rain had fallen throughout the Camp 
Creek-Griffin Lake area during the weekend but 
none had come down for two days. 

One rescue official speculated that the slide, 
coming down a nonnally-shallow creek bed, was 
cut loose by a cloudburst in the mountains. It 
brought down massive rocks, trees, logs and debris. 

The injured girl, identified only as Janet, aged 
between five and eight, suffered cuts and abrasions 
and was “covered in mud,” a hospital official said 
here. 


Vancouver Island. RCMP said. They withheld 
names and would not confirm reports the car was 
from Victoria. 

Mud and rocks covered the highway to a depth 
of more than 15 feet, about 20 miles west of here. 
A pilot who flew over the scene at 7 p.m. said the 
running slide then was about GOO feet long. 

The bodies of a man, woman and two girls, 
believed members of one family, were found in 
the car. Another girl escaped with minor injuries 
and was reported in "fairly good shape.** 


REVELSTOKE. B.C (CP) — At least four 
Vancouver Island persons were killed and a young 
girl injured Wednesday evening when a massive 
landslide hit their car on the Trans-Canada High¬ 
way 240 mites northeast of Vancouver.

Johnson said it would be wrong and seif decep¬ 
tive to conclude from the attack: on Kennedy that 
this country “is sick, has lost Its balance, Its sense 
of direction, even its common decency.

LAKE COWICHAN—Logging trucks are trav¬ 
elling across the Cowichan River in the Skutz Falls 
area once again following a lapse of almost two 
decades. 

Last week, logger* employed by Otter Bey Logging com¬ 
pleted the construction of a 7©-#oot bridge across the river 
between Skutz Falla and the fisheries’ department fish ladders. 

The bridge is constructed of five 70-foot timber*, each 
measuring about 21 inches in diameter. Long spikes have 
been driven through the 8 by 8 planks to fasten the decking 
to the base. 

An old bridge in the area was completely destroyed by 
fire, believed set by arsonists a few years ago. In file same 
site as the old bridge, fish and game members constructed 
a suspension bridge a few years ago, and this was destroyed 
last winter. 

Humor* persist that the suspension bridge was cut 
through by a saw, and last winter* floods and storm* com¬ 
pletely smashed the remaining bridge material. 

A spokesman for Otter Bay Logging said the bridge will 
be open to fishermen and pedestrians on Saturdays and Sun¬ 
days, subject to fire season regulations.

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Vancouver Island, RCMP said. They withheld 
names and would not confirm reports the car was 
from Victoria.

The biggest slide in British Columbia history 
occurred 10 miles east of Hope, on the Hope- 
Princeton highway, on Jan. 11, 1965, and killed 
four motorists. 

The Hope slide was ll£ miles long, varying 
from 1.000 feet to a mile wide, and dumped more 
thpn 50.000,000 tons of mud, rock and ice to a 
depth of 400 feet. 


REVELSTOKE (CP) — At least four 
Vancouver Island persons were killed and a young 
girl injured Wednesday evening when a massive 
landslide hit their car on the Trans-Canada High¬ 
way 240 miles northeast of Vancouver. 

RCMP said at 10:30 p.m.: "We don’t believe 
there were any other cars in there at the time.”

WASHINGTON (LAT) — President Johnson 
appealed emotionally to his countrymen Wednesday 
night to halt the violence which ^senselessly and 
horribly” struck down Senator Robert Kennedy. 

Johnson then named a special commission to 
investigate the "tragic phenomena" of violence in 
America. Among the members is Dr. Milton Eisen¬ 
hower, brother of former President Dwight Eisen¬ 
hower. 

Johnson said it would be wrong and self decep¬ 
tive to conclude from the attack on Kennedy that 
this country "is sick, has lost its balance, its sense 
of direction, even its common decency. 

"But those awful events give us ample warn¬ 
ing that in a climate of extremism, erf disrespect for 
law, of contempt for the rights of others, violence 
may bring down the very best among us. A nation 
that tolerates violence in any form cannot expect 
to be able to confine it to just minor outbursts. 

"We do not know the reasons that inspired the 
attack on Senator Kennedy,” he said, "we only 
know that a brilliant career of public service has 
been brutally interrupted, that a young leader of 
uncommon energy and dedication—who has served 
his country tirelessly and well and whose voice and 
example have touched millions throughout the 
world — has been senselessly and horribly stricken.” 

Besides Eisenhower, the other members named 
by the president to the commission on violence 
include Eric Hotter, former San Francisco long¬ 
shoreman and philosopher; Roman Catholic Arch¬ 
bishop Terence Cooke of New York; Sen. Philip 
Hart (D-Mich.); Sen. Roman L. Hruska <R-Neb.l, 
and Patricia Harris, U.S. ambassador to Luxem¬ 
bourg.
